But Zimbalist* a greatest success, from a financial 
standpoint at least, must have been the musical Honoydew , 
which had more than a hundred performances during the 
X920 Broadway season* Both Joseph 0, Smith (Victor) and 
Harry Yerkes (Lyric) recorded medleys from the show. 
So far as I know, Zimbalist never attempted to compose 
for the Broadway stage again* 
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As a composer Efrem Zimbalist was conservative and 
will likely be remembered more as a violinist and teacher, 
Oscar Shumsky, Aaron Rosand, and Norman Carol were all 
pupils of his at Curtis* It seems to me that Oscar 
Shumsky most nearly plays like Zimbalist, 

Whet kind of violinist was Kfr'em Zimbalist? The late 
Boris Sehwari* regarded him as less inclined to heart«on- 
s lee v© Romanticism than Mis c ha Elman, less concerned with % 
the technical side of playing than Jascha Heifetss, and 
leas likely than either to try to second-guess the com- 
poser. Zimbalist was not interested in spectacular dis- 
play for its own sake, hut violinists who heard him play 
said ho was equal to any demands ma&e by the music he 
played „ His tempi tended to be rather deliberate. That 
trait is notable in his acoustic recording of the 
Wieniawaki he j^ende . If Elman was the out-and-out Roman- 
tic and Heifetz the brilliant, but sometimes coldly cal- 
culating technician, Zimbalist struck the golden mean 
between the two. 

We are fortunate that Efrem Zimbalist remained with 
us for so long, but his death reminds us that the link 
with the most famous violin teacher at the turn of the 
century, Leopold Auer, is almost severed today. Jascha 
Heifetz no longer performs in public however Tosha Samaroff 
is still recording and probably dping other things besides studio 
work* tin is on the Wes Montgomery A Da y m the Life LP that was 
recently reissued and also on some of tFe~Herbie teann Atlantic sessions*

Many collectors have tried and are still trying to buy 
copies of Edison Blue .Amber ol l$60{*Tbe Preacher and the 
Bsar 11 ) by ARTHUR COLLMJ*. The reason* earlier editions 
of it were reissued from wax Amber ol 4M-18, which, like 
^ay of the early wax Amber ol issues, was announced; 
this being ao>. a copy of EBA I56O jaade from the early 
master is the only Blue Amber ol with an announcement 
at the start. Catch is that, some ( Indeterminate )time 
after 19 U, Edison withdrew the announced master of 
"Preacher" and substituted a new unannounced master, 
dubbed frorc Collins' Edison Diamond Disc version. As 
a result, some buyers of 1560 who had hoped to get 
the announced version have been disappointed to find 
they'd landed the dub bed -roaster edition, which, on top 
of everything else, is somewhat inferior ir. sound 
quality* 

I found n copy of the announced version of 1^60 a 
while ago; fortunately, I was able to play it to 
meke sure T had the right version. Reflecting on 
the disappointments so many others had had, I wondered 
whether there was any way I could make their search a bit 
easier* The one thinp I was sure of was that any flat-end 
cop y of the record was sure to be the ar nounced version; 
the complications would arise with the later bevelled- 
edge records, such as my copy is* I noticed, on studying 
the record closely, that it was from take 2 of the ann- 
ounced master and that the ^run 11 number stomped on the 
edge otf the record was 45 * This, said X to myself, makes 
it easyr Watch for take 2 and a run number under 45 on 
a bevel! ed-edge copy, and you should get the announced! 
master* It looks, though, as if I was too optimistic. 
Another collector has a flat~odge copy of the record 
which is totally devoid of a take indicator and bears 
a run number in the upper 80' s I Wubba wubba wubba.,.« 
It looks as if there are only two ways of being sure 
of getting the announced master if you turn up a copy 
of 1560 in the course of junking: ; 

a t Watch for a flat-edge record 

b* If you have found a bevo!lod~edge record, be sure 
you examine the beginning of the groove spiral., at 
the left-hand side of the record. My copy has at least 
1/8 inch of unmodulated grooves before the announcement 
and music begin. I'd thought there might be some rec- 
ogniaable difference in the look of the sonic pattern 
of the speech waveforms and that of the music, but 
this proves not to be so* If there *s a greater or 
smaller area of silent grooves on the dub bed -master 
version, this may be helpful in distinguishing them 
in the absence of a means of auditioning the record* 
If you're buying from a dealer and the point is of 
interest to you, it would be well to stipulate that ^ 
yon want only the announced version. In any case, I g 
wisH you luck J ...**• flow to tell tho takes on Edi~ ^ 
son cylinders? ^ook for the abbreviated word "ftt'd" ^ 
on the end of the record; the number of dots follow- o 
ing the "d 11 will give you the take.

WHO'S WHO OF JAZZ 



GOODMAN, 'Benny' Benjamin David (claim et/aita sax)* 

Born; Chicago, Illinois, 30th May 1909. 
At 10 began music studies at local synagogue, took up clarinet, at 12 studied at Hull 
House under Johnny Sylvester, aUo received private tuition from Franz Schoepp. During 
1921 took part in a talent contest at Chicago's Central Theatre; he imitated TED LtWli 
(accompanied by Benny Mcroffs Orchestra). Joined the musicians 1 onion al the a&e of 
M and during the early 1920s played in bands with various local boys including; 
JIMMY McPARTLAND, DAVE TOUGH, ART HODES, etc From the ageof 13 worked 
semkegularly with bands led by Charles 'Murph* Podalsky, also 'gigpd wj various 
bands including Chuck Walker's * Mete org nomcs\ During summer of 1923 worked 
occasionally in bands playing for excursions on the Great Lakes steamboats, his fust 
meeting with BIX BEIDERBECKE took place during one of these gigs , Horn the 
autumn of 1923 worked regularly at Guyon's Paradise (where Jules Herbevaux 
conducted the orchestra), continued at Guyon's until late 1923, then joined Arnold 
Johnson at the Green Mill Gardens. From autumn 1924 until August 1925 played in Art 
Kassd's Band at the Midway Gardens, then signed with BEN POLLACK m Chicago and 
travelled to California with him to join the band at the Venice Ballroom, Los Angeles 
(replacing FUD LIVINGSTON, who had temporarily left the band). Returned to 
Chicago with BEN POLLACK in January 1926; at this time regular work for the 
POLLACK Band was scarce, and BENNY GOODMAN did various free-lance gigs ; and _a 
spell with Benny Meroff at the Granada Theatre, Chicago, Worked on and off with 
POLLACK during 1926, rejoined the band regularly c. February 1927 at the Soulhmoor 
Hotel and travelled to the West Coast with the band during summer of 1927, He left the 
band in Chicago late in 1927 and worked for two months with ISHAM JONES atjhc 
Million Dollar Rainbow Gardens, then rejoined POLLACK and moved with him to New 
York in March 1928. Left POLLACK in September 1929, worked for a month n 
Paramount Theatre Orchestra, then joined RED NICHOLS from October 1929 until 
January 1930. Prolific free-lance activities from 1930, played for various Broadway 
shows, did extensive radio-studio work <for Don Voorliees, David Rubinoff, Andre 
Kostelanetz, PAUL WK1TEMAN, etc., etc) and regular recording dates (with Ben Sclvin, 
RED NICHOLS, TED LEWIS, BEN POLLACK, ED LANG-JOE VENUTI, etc., etc.). 
Led own recording band and occasionally led bands for outside engagements. Durmg the 
spring and summer of 1932 played regularly in band he organised to accompany vocalist 
Russ Columbo. Formed first regular band for residency at Billy Rose's Music Hall, New 
York (1st June to 17th October 1934), The band was featured regularly on the National 
Biscuit Company's 'Let's Dance' coasMo-coast radio show from December 1934 until 
May 1935, during this period the band played outside jobs-mosily in the New York 
area They betan their first national tour in JuSy 1935, on 21st August 1935 they began 
a residency at the Palomar Ballroom (Los Angeles) which was to prove the turning point 
in GOODMAN'S career. The band quickly achieved national, then mternaUonai, fame. 
After a long residency at the Congress Hotel, Chicago (from November 1935 until May 
1936), the band returned to New York and proceeded to go from success to s««J«,n 

1936 the band made Its first film The Big Broadcast of 1937', during that year BENNY 
GOODMAN introduced his racially-integrated quartet to the public {featuring GOOD- 
MAN LIONEL HAMPTON, GENE KRUPA, and TEDDY WILSON), On 3rd March 

1937 'the band began its brief, but phenomenally successful, first stay al the Paramount 
Theatre, New York. On 16th January 1938 BENNY GOODMAN (with his orchestra and 
several famous guest stars) played one of their most celebrated engagements: The 
Carnegie Halt )m Concert. In the summer of 1938 GOODMAN took a vacation in 
Europe, briefly visiting London in July, He resumed leading until forced by illness to 
disband in July 1940, (In August 1939 GOODMAN had signed CHARLIE CHRISTIAN, 
who was in the fust of GOODMAN'S famous sextets.) After undergoing an operation for 
the relief of his sciatica he 'gigged' with his own sextet in October 1940, and re-formed 
big band for debut on 2Sth October, Throughout the 1940s, 1950s, and 1960s, BENNY 
GOODMAN has continued to lead his own highly successful big (and small) groups. He 
has also continued to appear as clarinet soloist with various classical ensembles. In the 
summer of 1949 he topped the bill at the London Palladium (accompanied by pianist 
Buddy Greco, a specially formed sextet, and the augmented Skyrockets* Orchestra). 
Subsequent overseas tours include; Europe (April-June 1950), Japan, Thailand, Burma 
(December 1956 to January 1957), Europe, including Brussels' World Fair (May 195 B), 
Europe (October to early November 1959), U.S.S.R. (MayJuly 1962), Japan-quartet 
(February-March 1964), Belgium (August 1966), in Europe (early 1970), leading big 
bandcomprisedmainlyofBrltishmusicians, 

Early in his career BENNY GOODMAN regularly doubled on alio sax, he also 
occasionally played tenor, soprano, and baritone saxes; in 1927 and 1928 he 
recorded on trumpet. Post- 1940 he rarely played sax, he did however 
broadcast on tenor sax (briefly^ on a borrowed instrument) in March 1941, 
and in the spring of 1943 occasionally played alto sax during his band's stay 
on the West Coast. 

In 1955 a semi -biographical film 'The BENNY GOODMAN Story' was made. 
Other films featuring BENNY GOODMANS Orchestra include; The Big 
Broadcast of 1937'. 'Ho Uy wood Hotel', 'Stage Door Canteen', 'Sweet and 
Lowdown', The Powers Girl*, etc,, etc. BENNY GOODMAN also appeared in 
'A Song is Born", 

For a complete summary of BENNY GOODMAN'S recordings, films, etc., the 
reader is advised to consult the magnificent bio-discography 'B.G. On the 
Record', by D. Russell Connor and Warren W. Hicks (published in 1969), The 
Kingdom of Swing*, by BENNY GOODMAN and Irving Kolodin was first 
published in 1939.
